Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board of Bath Town School District: 

As superintendent of schools, I herewith present my second 
annual report, which is the sixth in the series of district super- 
intendent’s reports. 


ENROLLMENT 


The number of pupils enrolled this year is 15 less than last 
year, making a total of 68 with 8 enrolled in the Woodsville 
grades. The attendance in each school is as follows: Hib- 
bard, 20; Swiftwater, 18; Nutter, 11; Carbee, 11; Pettyboro, 8. 


TRANSPORTATION OF PUPILS 


The general satisfaction which has attended the closing of 
the Sawyer school and the transportation of the pupils of that 
district to Woodsville suggests that it is feasible elsewhere. 
Should the present eighth grade at Pettyboro be promoted to 
high school, there would be left but four pupils of school 
age. I suggest that these could probably be carried to Lisbon 
with considerable saving to the town and with increased edu- 
cational advantages to the children. While conditions are 
less favorable in the Carbee school, there can be no doubt 
but that both district and pupils would be the gainers if that 
school were closed and the pupils transported to Woodsville. 


TEACHERS. 


Of the five teachers in town, four have had previous exper- 
ience and one is a graduate of a city training school. Two 
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have state certificates. All have been unsparing of their 
efforts to secure the best possible results so that there is 
greater evidence of progress than last year. Perhaps now the 
results are as good as can be expected until we can obtain 
normal trained teachers who are especially fitted to teach in 
rural schools. The teachers in each school are: Swiftwater, 
Ethel Carpenter; Nutter, Bertha Manchester; Hibbard, Mrs. 
Mary Book; Pettyboro, Barbara Whitney; Carbee, Florence 
Lang. 


THE SCHOOLS AND THE PUBLIC 


The schools are a public institution and as such claim the 
interest and helpful criticism of the community. It seems 
rather strange that for educational purposes parents will en- 
trust their children for years, it may be, to absolute strangers 
at the most important period of their development, never vis- 
iting school or evincing any active interest in education. This 
is no peculiarity of Bath schools. It is characteristic of New 
England. As far as this town is concerned the relation of the 
school to the public is exceptionally good but there is still 
need that the people learn first hand what the schools are 
doing. It is surprising how frequent visits stimulate pupil and 
teacher to fresh endeavor and prevent the usually baseless. 
senseless and unjust criticisms due to distorted reports of chil- 
_dren or others who have no basis for judging. 


NEW DEPARTURES 


New arithmetics have been purchased as well as consider- 
able supplementary reading of various kinds. Webster’s 
Academic dictionaries have been placed in each school. 

In every school in town the pupils from the fourth grade up 
have been taught the local geography of the town, county and 
state, together with many facts connected therewith. 

Last spring an attempt was made to interest the pupils in 
practical nature work by having them under the direction of 
the teacher, plant and care for a garden of their own and in 
the fall to offer certain specified products at a prize exhibi- 
tion. Considerable interest was shown and a creditable exhi- 
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bition of flowers and vegetables took place at the Nutter 
school. Seven prizes were given as follows: Corn, Philip 
Leighton ; potatoes, Clarence Woolson; beets, Clarence Tewks- 
bury and Horace Jones; squash, Linwood Tewksbury; sweet 
peas, Carlene Tewksbury; asters, Doreen Gale. I trust that 
this work may be continued during the coming year and that 
the public and particularly the grangers will cooperate in mak- 
ing it a success.

RECOMMENDATIONS 


Pettyboro is the only school in town equipped with a flag. 
There should be a special appropriation for flags and poles. 

To the usual appropriation for books: and supplies there 
should be added a sum for the purchase of maps for the 
schools. The minimum requirement of the state is three 
maps to a school. 

I also recommend that the district set apart each year a’ 
definite sum of money for repairing such school houses as are 
to be used permanently, making them more comfortable as 
well as more attractive inside and out, so that at least one each 
year could be fitted up. 


CONCLUSION 


Iam grateful for the cordial relations which have existed 
during the past year on the part of the teachers, school author- 
ities and public and for their hearty cooperation.

ANNUAL REPORTS OF 
Bath Union School District Officers 


For the year ending March 1, 1913. 


The following reports of the Superintendent, Schoo! Board 
and Treasurer are respectfully submitted: 


REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Bath Union Schoo! District: 


As superintendent of schools I herewith present my second 
annual report and the sixth in the series of district superin- 
tendent’s reports. 


ENROLLMENT 


The total registration for the present year is 53 and the 
actual enroliment at date 49. Of the latter number twelve 
are in the high school, nine in the seventh and eighth grades 
and twenty-nine in the first five grades. The small number 
in the grammar grades has made it possible to seat them in 
the recitation room and in this way to avoid the confusion due 
to frequent passing from the high school room. 


THACHERS 


The high school has been in charge of Miss Ellen Stough- 
ton, a graduate of Mt. Holyoke college. Miss Reta Beckley, 
a graduate of Boston University, has charge of the grammar 
room with four classes from the high school. 

Miss Winnie Sargent has assisted Miss DeGross during a 
part of the afternoon in caring for the first five grades. This 
arrangement has permitted Miss DeGross to keep these grades 
up to a high standard. All the teachers are well adapted to 
their several positions and their success is to be commended. 
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IMPROVEMENTS 


The installation of a new furnace with a change in the venti- 
lating flues has enabled the janitor to keep the rooms well 
warmed. Toilets were also placed in the basement for both 
boys and girls. Seats were put in the laboratory to accom- 
modate Miss Sargent’s classes. 


SUGGESTED CHANGES 


The class which is to pass from the primary to the gram- 
mar room next fall consists of eight pupils. Not only is it an 
exceptionally large class but it is also a class of unusual ability 
and attainment. This class with the seventh and eighth grades 
will demand the whole of a teacher’s time. I urgently rec- 
ommend, therefore, that two teachers be hired to devote their 
whole time to the grades and that the high school either have 
two teachers or be cut to a two year course so that it may be 
handled by one teacher. 

By actual computation I find that the cost of educating 
pupils in the Bath high school is in excess of the cost of tui- 
tion plus travelling expenses, were they sent to either Lisbon 
or Woodsville and the chances of receiving a thorough educa- 
tion would probably be better in a school which pays $3,000 
for its teachers than in one where the salaries are a fifth as 
much. 

The unwonted size of the sixth grade next year will neces- 
sitate the purchase of more books for that grade. For this 
reason I suggest that the appropriation for books and supplies 
be increased to $75.

Report of School Board 


We refer to the foregoing report of the superintendent for 
the progress made in the schools during the past school year 
of thirty-six weeks. 

Miss Harriet KE. Spooner and Miss Sarah A. Blake resigned 
at the close of the school year and Miss Ellen Stoughton and 
Miss Reta Beckley were elected to fill the positions of princi- 
pal in the high school and teacher in the grammar school. 
Owing to the number of pupils and classes in the primary 
school, Miss Winnie Sargent was elected to assist Miss De- 
Gross. 

These teachers are doing excellent work and are getting the 
best of results both in the high, grammar and primary grades. 

The tuition which the district will receive for pupils outside 
the district, for the year ending in March, 1913, amounts to 
about $140.00. 

The number of pupils in the high school will consist of four- 
teen, viz: Ten from the district and four from outside. 


A’ class of four, namely, Barbara J. Whitney, Amos N: 
Blandin, Harold S. Foster and Charles F. Jones, graduated 
June 20, 1912. 

Bids for the furnace and two toilets were made in one sum 
and the contract was awarded to the lowest bidder. Cost of 
furnace and plumbing of the two toilets, $189.00; lumber, 
$39.33 ; tile and cement, $27.00; labor on toilets and ditch, 
laying tile, etc., $33.30; freight and nails, $1.64; making a 
total of $290.27. 
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We have also built the fence on the northeastern side of the 
school grounds costing $25.85. 
We would reccommend the district to raise $75.00 for 
supplies and school books.
